The board said: “Althoug h the 
federal court has ordered inte­ 
g ration to proceed, Governor Fau­ 
bus has said that schools should 
continue as they have in the past 
and has stationed troops at Cen- 
ral Hig h School to maintain or­ 
der. 
Asked Not To Attend 
“In view of his situation we 
ask that no Neg ro students at- 
i tempt to attend Central or any 
white hig h school until this-dilem­ 
ma is leg ally resolved.” 
The g overnor said he was tak­ 
ing the drastic step “ arrived at 
j prayerfully” as the chief execu­ 
tive of the state sworn to pre­ 


serve peace and protect property. 
His action could provide the basis 
for he first clear test of state 
police power versus federal law 
The board ordered Neg ro stu­ 
dents “to stay away from white 
hig h schools today.” It did not, 
however, instruct them to report 
:o the all-Neg ro hig h schools they 
previously attended.

The 
first North 
American 
conference on 
Christian u nity at Oberiin College will bring 
into pu blic focu s a momentou s attempt to make 
.progress with fu ndamental fu sion of Protestant 
chu rches. 
Most of the major Protestant chu rches in the 
United States and Canada will be represented. 
The Oberiin meeting was set u p last May by 
the United States Conference for the World 
Cou ncil of Chu rches, at which 32 Protestant 
bodies were represented. The meeting also is 
sponsored by the National Cou ncil of Chu rches 
of Christ in the U.S.A. and the Canadian Cou n­ 
cil of Chu rches. 
If u nification can be brou ght abou t, it will be 
gradu al. The problem is not so mu ch theologi­ 
cal as social, and stu dents of chu rch history 
point ou t that this is in many respects pecu liar 
to the United States. There are 256 separate 
chu rch grou ps in this cou ntry , many more than 
in any other nation. 
This persistent pattern of American religion 
originated in the atmosphere of free worship in 
which the nation was fou nded. Bu t the opposi­ 
tion of sectarian grou ps has not prev ented a 
steady growth in the 
conv iction 
that 
some 
means of u nify ing the faithfu l can be fou nd 
ev entu ally . 
The temper of the times has strengthened 
the conv iction. Sov iet Commu nism has made 
religionists increasingly fearfu l of the menace 
to free worship. 
Desire for the strength that wou ld come from 
u nity already has resu lted in mu ch more co­ 
operation among chu rches on matters which 
did not affect their au tonomy than any one cou ld 
hav e dreamed ev er wou ld be possible in the 
earlier je a rs of the centu ry . 
A high point in 
chu rch cooperation was reached in 1950 with 
creation of the National Cou ncil of Chu rches of 
Christ, newest and largest of all chu rch federa­ 
tions representing one third of the participat­ 
ing chu rches’ regu lar attendance. 
Proof that u nification as well as cooperation 
can be hoped for is fou nd in mission areas 
ex perienced the traditional riv alries of Ameri- 
abroad, where chu rch establishments that nev er 
can religiou s bodies hav e merged su ccessfu lly . 
This is the hope that will be discu ssed in the 
Oberiin meeting. Six y ears ago, President Tru 
man su mmed u p his own hope for a u nited 
chu rah in an address to the Pilgrimage of 
American Chu rchmen, when he said: 
In this crisis of hu man affairs, all men who 
profess a belief in God shou ld u nite in asking 
His help and His gu idance. We shou ld lay aside 
ou r differences and come together now — for 
nev er hav e ou r differences seemed so petty .” 


Within Reach 
When ev ery highway in the United States has 
been improv ed to the point 
where all safety 
specifications hav e been satisfied—

And the reassu ring thing abou t all the striv ing 
being done to reach the goal is that it is within 
reach. 
The highway accident rate relativ e to the 
ev er-greater nu mber of cars in u se, the greater 
distances trav eled and the higher speeds now 
commonplace is falling. Ev en absolu te totals of 
deaths, inju ries and accidents hav e been failing 
below ex pectations. 
It is possible that within 10 y ears or less, 
driv ers of cars in the United States will be 
hearing a “Weil done!” after a holiday weekend, 
meaning they drov e so safely that they stay ed 
within the irredu cible minimu m of accidents. 
Do y ou r part this weekend.
